the congestion of traffic at the depot 
at the foot of Market street At this 
new depot he would provide landing 
places for the ferry steamers of the 
North Shore and California North- 
western 
Railroads and other roads 


that have terminals along the northern 
shcres of the bay. The street car com- 
pany with Its Sansorne-street line and 
its connections could provide 'ample 
traffic accommodation and at the same 
time relieve the Market-street system 
from the overburden that it. is now 
struggling under. 


Suburban traffic across the bay has In- 
creased enormously during the past five 
or six years, and the "ferry depot ia 
taxed to Its utmost 'to accommodate the 
patrons of the numerous ferry lines, par- 
ticularly during the early morning -and 
late afternoon hours. 
Then, too, the 
street car lines centering .at the depot, 
and particularly the Market street sys- 
tem, are inadequate to meet the demands 
on them at the busy hour's. It Is im- 
possible, with the present system, to In- 
crease the service, for the reason that 
the turntable at the toot of the street Is 
kept working to its capacity, and more 
cars on the 
line* would 
add 
to 
the 
blockade of the system. 
It has - been 
planned to substitute a loop in place o£ 
the turntable, but that system would re- 
quire all the space in front of the dqpot, 
and it is doubtful If the railroad com- 
pany would be granted tbe right to so 
much space 
that 
Is . now 
becoming 
cramped. 


President Spear says'- the depot along 
the north shore for the use of the lines 
with northern terminals would not only 
help relieve the traffic blockade at the 
foot of Market street, 
but

Employment of Women. 


I be public has recently been treated to two very important 


publications. One relates to the statistical facts bearing on the 
constantly increasing employment of women in the clerical, com- 
'mercial and higher callings of life. In this it is shown that the 
cleiical work relating to the professions, to the counting house, to 
the' hotels, and to shipping houses, is fast falling into the hands of 
women to the corresponding exclusion of men. The conclusion de- 
rived from the trend of statistical facts is that men will be relegated 
very largely to those employments that call for the exercise of 
muscle; that is, to the realm of manual labor. 


It is not denied that there will be male lawyers, doctors, mer- 


phants, preachers and business -men generally, but at the rate of 
progress they are now making it is evident that women will usurp 
almost wholly the occupation of teaching, and that eighty per cent 
of the clerical occupations will very shortly fall into their hands. 
In the m-edical and legal professions the number of women who 
are sustaining themselves successfully against the competition of 
men is constantly increasing. On every field of human activity, 
wherein the intellectual faculties are employed, women are proving 
themselves to be fully equal to men. When they come to do the 
bookkeeping for all commercial houses their transition from book- 
keepers to merchants will be easy. Their employment as type- 
writers in lawyers' offices is an apprentices!?, acd will have exact- 
ly the same effect upon their introduction to well-recognized places 
as lawyers that the same experience would have upon young men 
In brief, women are establishing their claim to be intellectually the 
equals of men, and hence the social economist who has recently- 
presented the subject in a strong and clear light, confidently_pre- 
dicts the relegation of men to the occupation of laborers, sailors 
miners, field hands, woodsmen and other manual labor occupations 


The second publication relates to the decline in the percentage 


of birth rate in the United States. The presentation of the statis- 
tical facts adduced is purposely avoided here, but let it suffice to 
say that for the past fifty years the percentage of birth rate has 
constantly decreased. Taken by themselves, statistics^ are mere 
facts, but they are always attended by the inferences which lead tc 
inevitable determination. The birth-rate statistics are determinate 
of very uncomfortable conclusions. They show that old bachelor- 
hood and old maidenhood are becoming alarmingly common, but 
beyond this they show that marriage is not attended by child bear- 
ing. It requires no gift of prophecy to foretell the ultimate conse- 
quences of this condition of things 
Moreover, it requires but lit-

Light on the Chinese Boycott 


If it be true that the boycott in 'China against American goods 


was instituted in obedience to telegraphic instructions from Wash- 
ington, the affair takes on a political aspecfVhich our government 
should not ignore. The inference is that the instruction emanated 
from the Chinese embassy. If so, it is probably secretly backed. _ 
if not suggested, by the Japanese enjbassy, as China-and Japan ap- 
pear to be acting on a community of interest plan in dealing with 
the outside world. It is easy to understand^hy the Chinese em- 
bassy should send the instruction to boycott as a move in the dip- 
lomatic game. The time is at hand for the United States to make' 
a new treaty with China. The Mongolian government wants the 
exclusion act modified, to the extent at least of permitting the free 
admission of Chinese laborers into Hawaii and the Philippines. This 
would accord with Japanese aims and policy. The boycott thus 
appears to be a clever scheme to force Uncle Sam's hand in the 
coming diplomatic game. That it is answering expectations in 
some particulars is shown by the tenor of some of the speeches 
delivered at the Trans-Mississippi Congress, now in session at 
Portland, Oregon 
Persons on both sides of the continent engaged 


in the Oriental exporting trade are calling upon the government to 
modify the terms of the exclusion law in accordance with the de- 
sires of the Chinese Such persons only look to their immediate 
peisonal benefit 
Thejr are absolutely indifferent to the ensuing 


consequences to American society, American labor and to Christian 
civilization on these shores. They w6uld sacrifice Caucasian civil- 
i^stion on the Pacific slope without a pang for the chance of selling 
flour and cotton goods to the inhabitants of China. 
Aftfer me the 


deluge is their motto. Fortunately Bishop Nichols, of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, has lifted a voice of timely warning against 
the frightful treachery to our race and civilization involved in sac- 
rificing the people of the Pacific States in the effort to hold a tem- 
porary trade advantage with Chinese.

The enlightenment of the' age has 
admitted women to all the advantages of education heretofore en- 
joyed by men. Co-education is doing its perfect work. There are 
more well-educated women today than men. In families the su- 
perior education as a rule is on the side of the mother. 
Future 


posterity is to be the progeny of educated mothers, and since the 
mother is the paramount factor in the education of the world the 
present tendency may give us fewer population, but the few will be 
more highly civilized, better educated and better endowed morally 
and spiritually. Beyond this child-bearing will be a matter of 
choice, not the price of helpless dependence. 


Strong presentation of the two facts first herein noted instead 


of being on the deterrent side, are highly encouraging to women. 
There is a high sense of freedom in having been emancipated from 
the condition of having been forced into marriage as the'only means 
of support. There is a self-respecting independence .hi the thought 
that marriage may come as a choice, not as a necessity, and all 
right-thinking men and women will rejoice that if throughout the 
world fewer children are born those who come into existence come 
as heirs to a higher state of civilization—come with better physical 
being anfl higher intellectual, moral and spiritual endowments. 


For a long time the world has mastered the discernment which 


has formulated the maxim: It is vastly better to be born right 
than to be born again. 


Graft in the Name of Reciprocity. 


The resolutions adopted by the Chicago Reciprocity Convention 


are not so bad from the standpoint of a free trader, but they are 
directly antagonistic to the spirit of'protection. However, if we go 
behind the glittering generalities which constitute the piece de re- 
sistance of the resolutions we find that the members of the conven- 
tion are no more in harmony with genuine tariff-reform than they 
are with protection. Their program, briefly stated, is free trade 
wherever it is beneficial to them and protection wherever it is 
beneficial to them, regardless of how it affects other sections of the 
country and other men engaged in industries different from their 
own. 
That is what Mr. Foss and his associates euphemistically 


call reciprocity. It is anything else. It is a proposition to tinker 
the tariff to suit their own particular localities and personal designs 
knocking a hole in here and adding a patch on there to fit specia 
purposes. This is neither free trade, reciprocity nor protection 
It is a bald attempt to make a pea-and-shell game of the tariff for 
the enrichmenj: of certain groups of manufacturers who want to 
buy cheap raw materials abroad without paying duty and open a 
way for a foreign market for their wares free of customs clues 
Their scheme is like the darkey's fish trap, "it ketches 'em comin 
and gwine." Well, it won't catch the American people, who recog 
mze it for what it is, a scheme of graft. The public is just ncv 
looking a little out for bunco legislation.

At night they need rest and recreation. How can 


they possibly learn the household arts unles* these arts 
are made an important factor in early education? 


The appalling ignorance of this class of girls re- 


garding home duties is something awful. 
They 


haven't the least-conception of how to cook properly. 
It is not their fault, but a result of conditions beyond 
their control. Not 6nly are they unable to keep house 
themselves, but they are unable to tell others how to 
keep it for them. 


Taken altogether, a working man stands a far bet- 


ter chance of happiness when he marries arouse ser- 
vant than when he marries a shop girl, for the Cor- 
nier knows, ot should know, how to cater to his ap- 
petite. 


The domestic sciences should range side by side 


with the three R's. They are not nearly so much 
needed in the college girl's curriculum as in thtt of the 
girl who dever expects to enter even high school. 


A knowledge of how to took simple foods well a 


one of the most valuable accomplishments an ordinary 
girl can boast of. 


Divorce cannot work deadly harm in the circles of 


wealthy society people. Most of them live apart any- 


way. 
Should a trivial dispute arise between a married 


couple of this class, it is customary for the wife to de- 
part on a pleasure trip, leaving the husband to'sulk it 
out at home. A few occurrences of'this sort and the , 
divorce court frees them. But neither is reduced to 
despair nor want by the procedure.

tions with Mrs. Loeb. Mr. Loeb has 
secured a divorce from her since he 
began: his suit for damages. 


Meyer Loeb, who Is represented by 


K. Henry Rosenberg, of Levy & Unger, 
married Sophie Weissman in this city 
on April 14, 1904. Petchaft, Loeb says, 
claimed to be a cousin of ,the bride, 
counselled the marriage, acted as best 
man and presented the bride with a 
diamond ring. 


Following the honeymoon, Mr. Loeb 


went away on business. Returning on 


, May 11, he found that his wife had 


T" put the furniture and wedding presents 


In. storage. 
Jfeeting Petchaft, Loeb 


told him of his trouble and received 
his sympathy. 


Later Loeb learned that his bride

SATURDAY EVENING 
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MANY INTERESTING SIGHTS IN MONTREAL 


MONTREAL, August 19.—St. James Cathedral, Notre 


Dame and Lourdes are the three representative churches of 
French Montreal. Of these St. James is the largest, Notre 
Dame the most gorgeous, Lourdes the most beautiful. The 
cathedral is a copy of St. Peters in Borne and represents a huge 
amount of money and industry. It is a most expensive and 
elaborate work from the bronze statues over the porch to the 
marble and onyx altar rail, from the great high altar itself to 
the glittering cross on the top of the dome two hundred and fifty 
feet above the pavement. With the great cathedral in the City 
of Mexico, it is the vastest church on the continent. The great 
dome is superb and the dominating feature of the city, either 
from the valley or the mountain. Notre Dame is after a very 
different fashion. The interior is a sort of Gothic, with sloping 
floor and two tiers of galleries. The decorations are gorgeous, 
the walls being almost entirely covered with gold leaf, not peal- 
ing off, the work of a century ago, but all new, and all there. The 
revenues of the church are very large, said to be the largest of 
any institution in the country, lands, houses and other sources, 
•and are generously applied in keeping up the big church. There 
are some very fine stained windows in the Baptistery and the 
great organ is one of the finest in America. Back of the sanc- 
tuary is the Lady Chapel, one of the most exquisite pieces of 
work I have ever seen. It is purely Gothic and entirely in nat- 
ural wood, heavily gilded. In one of the towers of the church 
is the big bell "Le Gros Bourdon," the largest bell in America. 
You go up in the tower in an elevator and from the top is a su- 
perb view of the city and the harbor, the river and the mountain 
and you realize again the wonderful beaxity of Montreal. But 
of all the churches in the entire city Notre Dame de Lourdes is 
the most beautiful. 


It is no composite, apologetic Gothic, nor Romanesque af- 


fair, but of the Byzantine order you see in Venice, in St. Mark's, 
a glimpse of old Byzantine in the days of the great emperors. 
' The church is unique in that it was built to express a distinct 
idea. It carries out the complete story of the life of the Blessed 
Virgin and is all meant as an exposition of the doctrine 'of the 
Immaculate Conception. The choir and transept, the roof of 
the nave, the sides of the dome are filled with painted panels, 
telling the story, from the first idea of the Saniam in the garden 
of Eden to the final and culminating assumption of the Virgin 
into Heaven. This is expressed in a beautiful statue over the 
high altar, a copy of Murielo's painting in the Louvre. A hid- 
den lamp throws a soft warm light upon the figure, creating a 
very striking effect. The decoration of the church is exquisite- 
ly beautiful, in soft color and gilded arabesque. The second 
morning I saw Notre Dame de Lourdes, a ceremony had just 
been finished. The candles were still burning upon the great 
altar, a mist of incense hanging in the air. The light thimtgh 
the windows colored the walls, the pictures and the gilded ara-

besques. There was a splendid beauty, a splendid mysticism, 
but it was all joyous and glad and near you. It entered into 
your own being and took possession of you. 


And high up under the painted dome stood Notre iDame in 


her marble beauty', the unseen lamp flooding her with light, "the 
clothing of the sun." A young man came into a pew-near me. 
He was evidently French, but he didn't seem to pray nor make 
the least sign of religion. He looked about him for a few mo- 
ments, at the walls and the pictures and the white marble statues. 
In a moment^ could see his emotion, his'shoulders and the 
muscles in his face twitching convulsively. He fell upon his 
knees, his head in his arms, and sobbed quite aloud. I left the 
church immediately as I felt myself upon the edge of something. 
I shall never forget the exquisite charm of the place. 


The Bonsecours Market gives you a splendid picture of the 


French-Canadian. People from the entire French section of 
the city are there to buy and sell and the variety of customers 
as well as costumes is most interesting. The market days are 
Tuesdays and Fridays and the amount of traffic that goes on is 
enormous. No time is~lost in the business operations of these 
people. It's all a mighty serious affair. Up and down the long 
aisles, inside the great cool building and out on the sidewalk are 
the tiny stalls filled with native necessities and native luxuries, 
vegetables and ducks, chickens and geese, garlic hanging- in long 
ropes, native tobacco in brown heaps, maple sugar, curious hats, 
jewelry, home-made rocking chairs, rosaries and toys. One 
stall'was filled with diminutive models of the odd country carts, 
another with real homespun clothing. 
These were presided 


over by provincial habitants, who came down the river before 
sunrise in big flat bottomed boats, or drove in from their farms 
in the originals of the tiny carts hanging about them. 


These are the people Gilbert Parker has drawn upon-. They 


are simple and natural and live in Acadian quiet in quaint old 
villages on the sides of the river, about as their ancestors did 
two hundred years ago. 
> 


I bought one of these little carts, painted red, but don't see 


how I'm going to get it back to Oakland without making a 
small-sized crate for it. The market is right upon the water 
front, facing the big ships and the long stone wall built to keep 
back the ice-rush in the winter. Just beyond the market, on 
the elevation, is the red church of Notre Dame de Bonsecours. 
It has a great number of relics and antiquities and interests 
people who care for such things. In the big tower which rises^ 
o rer the sanctuary is a little chapel, a minature of the Nazareth 
house at Loretti. On the top of the tower is a colossal figure 
of Notre Dame de Bonsecours, her facejjid^Eer arms turned 
out to sea. The aureole is ablaze at night, a signal to belated 
fishermen. 


The other night I went to the Theatre des Nouveautes in 


the Rue St Catherine, The house is a little bos-like thing, fin- 
ished in the brightest red and gold, mirrors and brass knobs and 
glass doors wherever possible. The boxes looked more for chil- 
dren and stuffy enough with heavy red curtains. 
The aisles 


were covered with thick red carpet and down from the painted 
ceiling hung two rock crystal chandeliers. But it was all fear- 
fully clean with that French cleanliness that beats even the 
. Dutch. The play was Sardou's "Nos Bon Villageojs" and was 
very well acted. . According to the program the actors were all 
from Paris, the Odeon, Porte St. Martin, Dennesafeince and half 
a dozen others. They certainly worked well and there was noth- 
ing about it all to make me think I was anywhere but in Paris 
itself. The audience was distinctly Parisian, principally of the 
better class bourgoise, well fed, well dressed, very comfortable 
and very willing to be amused. There is another French theatre 
in Montreal, the National, given over more to melodrama. The 
performances are said to be very good 


Yesterday we shot the Lachine rapids, one of the great 


things to do in Montreal. We got the train at the Bonavenhire 
depot and rode a long and uninteresting way before we reached 
our station. Then we had to get in a rickety old hack and go a ' 
mile or so to the river. At the landing w"bre a few old houses 
and a few very old willow trees leani; g o"\ er into the water. Af- 
ter an hour or so the steamer came along and we went on 
down the river to the rapids. As we neared them people began 
to be excited, some of them almost hysterical, a foolish proceed- 
ing, as the trip is one of the most voluntary you could make. At 
last we came to the spot—there they were rather flat and disap- 
'pointing. I expected to find a seethihg, tumbling mass of angry 
water, instead of that there was only the mildest sort of commo- 
tion. The boat slowed up, people grasped things, some of them 
shrieked, then the boat went down, certainly further than I 
thought it could. 


Then it rocked a bit, went down again, swayed half a dozen 


times, w%nt down again and again, the water swirling and eddy- 
ing about her, then after a final sink we sailed into smooth wa- 
ter, steam went up, the tension over, everyone more or less ex- 
cited, exhilirated, or disappointed. 
Then we went on back to 


the city under the great bridge, past an Indian village, old 
houses, old trees, a big convent on an elevation. It is all his- 
torical ground, every inch of it. You pass Salle's homestead, 
sites of convents and of massacres, the struggles of three great 
nations. 


In a little while the mountain looms along, the towers and 


domes of the city. There is Notre Dame, St. Suepiel, the long 
water front, with the long stone walL There is the big "market, 
the old church above it with the great statue of N«tre Dame 
holding out her arms to you. In ten minutes the steamer is at 
her dock and you are once more in Montreal.

In a separate party, but acting with it 
for the betterment of the service, was 
the committee on the removal oE the 
postofCice to Mission and Seventh streets, 
consisting of J. H. Crew, superintendent 
of railwa- adjustment; Alexander Grant, 
assistant general superintendent of rail- 
way mail service, and T. J. Ford, super- 
intendent of mails at the local postoffice. 


The Washington officials feel that now 
is the opportune time for the installation 
of the tube service for this city, because 
the removal of the postoffice to Mission 
street will necessitate the carrying of*99 
per cent of the mails entering the city 
in wagons from the old ferry postoffice to 
the new building. 
The distance that the mails will have to 
be carried in wagons from the ferry to 
the new main postofEice is 1.54 miles, ten 
minutes' ride on street car or twenty- 
five minutes' drive in a loaded wagon. 
Superintendent of Mails Ford said that 
there seemed to be an impression among 
business men that the removal of the 
ferry postoffice would cripple the service, 
but that the installation of the tube 
ser- 
vice wouid make it even better than be- 
fore. 
Members of the commission stated ves- 
terday that the capacity of a tube eight 
inches in dameter is 350,000 pieces of mail 
an hour, as determined at a test made in 
Chicago. This is greater than the total 
number of letters posted in a day in all 
San Francisco, so there is said to be no 
danger of a tube not ctoing the work. • 


A space twenty-eight by 
ninety-six 


feet in the terry building is asked t'or ths 
establishment of a terminal for the tube 
by the commission. It does not wish to 
place the tube in tho old ferry station 
because- of the 
lack of permanency of 
the -location. The Harbor Commissioners 
will be asked for the required space on 
the ground floor, and whether the 
ser- 
vice is obtained rests with them. 


"New York, St. Louis. Chicago, Phila- 


delphia and Boston have the pneumatic 
system of mail service in operation, and 
it has been found to be a success in 
each of these cities. 
Money is ready for 


the repairing of the systems already in 
use but no provision is made for the 
installation of new ones. 
Congress will 
be appealed to for the money to install 
the San Francisco tube.

SAN FRANCISCO, August 19.—The people of the out-

7 delegates around two or three rival candidates for the Mayoralty 
and without the persistent button-holing of numerous candidates 
for the minor positions m the city government. But to the in- 
itiated in San Francisco there is nothing whatever strange 
about this condition. The Republican League and the Refor- 
mers are popularly supposed to have won a great victory over 
Abe Ruef at the Republican primaries. That Ruef will not 
control that convention is a certainty. He may make all the 
bluffs he pleases, and his partisans may say that Herrin will 
give the convention to him, but things have come to such a pass 
that it would be very hard for even Herrin to give that conven- 
tion over to Ruef, and Herrin does not want Ruef to control the 
Republican organization in San Francisco. 


But Herrin is going to name the Republican candidate for 


Mayor, and he is going to have a voice in the selection of the en- 
tire ticket. As Herrin is still in Europe, it is easy enough to 
know just why there is such a seeming dearth of candidates for 
the coveted offices 
By the time Herrin returns he very prob- 


ably will ha\e had it determined just who is the likeliest man to 
clef eat Schmitz I now believe that it is Herrin's present inten- 
tion to defeat Schmitz. He works along the lines of kast resist- 
ance. Though Schmitz, through Ruef, does politics with Herr- 
in in a very satisf actoiy way, Ruef is getting a little too power- 
ful and Hernn does not want any one to be so powerful that he 
can dictate instead of supplicating. Of course if an out-and- 
out reformer should by any mischance stampede that Republi- 
can convention, Hernn would very promptly switch to Schmitz, 
because he has no use for Reformers, and he had far rather take 
chances on Ruef becoming a dominating influence in State poli- 
tics than to get a wild-eyed Reformer in the Mayor's chair with 
all the Reformer's chances of raising Cain with the corporations. 


Of course this sort of talk seems ridiculous ,o the man who 


does not understand the inner workings of San Francisco poli- 
tics. On the surface it seems that the Reformers of the San 
Francisco Republican League have won a great victory. Be- 
neath the surface they have won nothing. This seems rather a 
startling statement, but a few glimpses under the surface will 
show that it is true. 


Fairfax Wheelan is a genuine Reformer, earnest and hon- 


est in his work, and the backbone of the Republican League 
movement. What has he in the forthcoming convention? Noth7 
ing. 
He lost his Thirty-ninth district to Maestretti. President 


George D. Clark of the League is a Reformer. What has he in 
the convention? Possibly two^or three straggling votes of the 
thirty-one that will represent the Thirty-seventh District. Ex- 
Sheriff John Lackmann is something of a Reformer, though not 
an extremist. He lost his Forty-third District. 
Senator Dick 


Welch went in with the Ref orm movement and lost his Thirty- 
second District, just as ex-Senator Jack Hoey lost the Thirty- 
first. Martin Luther Kelly, who became such a Reformer that 
a nimbus began to sprout around Ms brows, lost the 'Twenty- 
eighth District. In fact, looking over the entire field, outside 
of the t\v o or three votes the real Reformers have m the Thirty- 
seventh District, their entire strength is represented in a part of 
the delegations in the Forty-first and Forty-second Districts. 


Now let us look over the districts that the League is sup- 


posed to control. Their delegations begins with the Thirty- 
fourth District. 
That delegation is controlled by Ed Bitter 


and his friends, and they report on to Herrin. The Thirty-fifth 
Districts belongs to John Daly,J'the milkman," and he has done 
politics with Herrin for many, many years. The Thirty-sixth 
District is held by Supervisor Henry Eggers for Phil Crimmins, 
and all the political world knows that Crimmins is an out-and- 


out Herrin man. With the exception of the few votes already 
mentioned, Postmaster Arthur Fisk% controls the delegation 
from the Thirty-seventh District. Fisk is Herrin's direct rep- 
resentative in the present fight.' The /Thirty-eighth District 
delegation is controlled by Senator E. I. Wolfe, and Wolfe is a 
Herrin- man to the core. 


The next district supposedly controlled by the League is the 


Fortieth. In reality it is controlled by Jesse Marks, and since 
he stopped reporting on to Dan Burns, he has become a faithful 
Herrin man. In the Forty-first and Forty-second Districts the 
Reformers probably could muster a majority of men who will 
not "take program." But I am not so sure that Assemblyman 
Coghlan and Cary Van Fleet could not bring in these districts 
on a pinch. The Forty-third^ District is controlled by Will 
Davis, attorney for the Harbor' Commissioners, who is Herrin's 
candidate for chairman of the convention, and who will in con- 
sequence be given that honor. This is an impartial statement 
of the situation, so you can see that the Reformer, like Italiana, 
"he getta no show."

The chairmanship of. the convention will be quite an im- 


portant honor. John S. Partridge would like it, and so would 
Dan Ryan, secretary of the League. But Davis will get it un- 
less all the present plans go wrong. The chairman will have the 
appointing of a committee of eigheen, one from each assembly 
district, to go into confeience with the Democrats on making up 
the ticket. He also will have the appointment of the Committee 
on Credentials, and in this committee will probably be fought 
on* the fight as to whether or not the Ruef delegates who sat in 
the Crocker convention of two years ago, who subsequently 
voted and worked for Schmitz, and were in consequence read 
out of the party, shall be permitted to retain their seats or shall 
be considered as Schmitz men who are entirely outsideHhe party 
fences. Then, too, the chairman of the convention very prob- 
ably will become the chairman of the next County Central Com- 
mittee, which will have the handling of the next gubernatorial 
fight. So Herrin wants a strong man in the job, and Davis has 
already proven that he can go some. 


^!£'TffielWCommittee on Resolutions of tllai convention is also go- 
ing to have a hard time of it. Ruef, from his minority, will 
probably put in a lot of Embarrassing resolutions, and it will be 
hard work to sidetrack these efforts to tangle up the party at the 
beginning of the campaign. It probably will be necessary to 
adopt, between the Republican and Democratic conventions, a 
sort of joint platform—something entirely new in local politics. 
You can very easily see how it would be embarrassing for a can- 
didate if the Democratic convention were to adopt a resolution 
favoring municipal ownership and the Republican convention 
were to declare against municipal ownership, if that candidate 
were asked to ride the two resolutions. 'So I can say that it has 
already been arranged that there will be practically a joint plat- 
form on the subjects of Chinese exclusion, Japanese exclusion, 
the commercial boycott and municipal ownership of public utili- 
ties. I don't know that tire resolutions on these subjects have 
alieady been prepared, but I think I could find them if I had 
the power of a general search warrant.

I spoke a moment ago of the chairmanship of the Repub-

The newest thing in Federal politicals the fight now going - 


on for rooms in the new Postoffice Building. Postmaster Ar- 
thur Fisk, who has been made custodian of this palatial struc- 
ture, is in the thick of" a constant scrap for the best rooms in 
the building. And in this connection, I may say that the Gov- 
ernment commission recently sent to San Francisco has decided 
to retain, instead of to abandon the Ferry Postoffice. 
That 


Ferry postal building is not a branch office for the mere receipt 
of mails, but is a complete poatoffice in itself. When the new 
postoffice building approached completion, the' authorities in 
Washington sent out premptory ordres that the Ferry Post- 
office was to be abandoned. Those Washington people saw no 
reason for keeping up-that establishment after so much money 
had been spent on the new Postoffice Building, which is to be 
occupied on the first of September. 


Postmaster Fisk was in despair. He could not figure out 


how he was going to get the mails to the new ppstomce. 
Those 


mails are very largely carried on the white postal cars. If he 
had to stop those cars on Market street at Fifth the entire traffic 
i of the arterial line of San Francisco would lie tied up every time 
f it was necessary to load or unload a postal car. The postal offi- 
cials at Washington saw on the map that a street railroad ran 
right down Mission street next to the new Postoffice, and asked 
Fisk why he did not run all his postal cars on that line. He had 
to explain that the Mission street road was a trolley line and 
that most of the postal cars ran on cable roads. Of course these 
cable cars could not run on Mission street. 


It was then- proposed to establish a system of automobile 


postal cars. Livingston Jenks and his associates were eager to ex- 
tend their automobile system to the collection and delivery of the 
mails. San Francisco would be the first city to inaugurate such 
a "system. Of course the United Railroads would lose their con- 
tract for carrying the mails if the automobiles were set up, so 
there has been a lively fight over this matter, and perhaps it was 
the United Railroads that induced the Government authorities 
to exact an enormous bond from the automobile men, the bond 
to guarantee,collection and delivery at certain hours. 
The 


automobile has not yet progressed to such an extent that it can 
be guaranteed against a breakdown, so the bond frightened ofif 
the automobiles. 


The Government sent out a commission to look into the mat- 


ter, and that commission has just decided that the Ferry. Post- 
office shall be retained until such time as a pneumatic tube sys- 
tem can be established.

R. Poyzer brought up the matter of 
the tracks to be laid on the Webster 
street roadway by .the Oakland Trac- 
tion Consolidated, having, had a visit 
from Engineer Boggs of the Traction 
Consolidated, who said it was tie in- 
tention to lay doulble tratiks. Presi- 
dent W. J. Gorham stated that" he un- 
derstood that the company was to-pro- 
ceed with the improvement of the sys- 
tem shortly, now that the franchise on 
East Fourteenth street in Oakland had 
been secured. There was considerable 
discussion over the 
proposed 
track 


laying, and it was flnally decided that 
the rails had best be laid on the-weist 
side of the road-way instead" of in the 
middle. 
The-single track is now laid within 


five feet of the western boundary of 
the road, and. the plan .is to move it 
further over, and to secure from the 
Traction people as much improvement 
in macadamiEed roadway on the east- 
ern -side as is taken away in putting 
down the new track.

Attorney Sanborn Has New Idea 


For the Country 


5idewalks. 


FRUITVALE. August 19.—Attorney! 


John A. Sanborn has commenced a 
series of novel experiments which may 
p'rove very useful to the country res- 
idents of California.. He has an idea 
that the crude petroleum used by tie 
County and the Traction Company on 
the roads and tracks will prove equally 
beneficial on dirt. sidewalks. 


Mr. Sanborn has noticed tlzAt along 


the Redwood road from Laundry Farm 
to Haywards, where the Supervisors 
have had it oiled, some places are hard 
and: smooth In all weathers with an 
appearance and character similar to 
asphalt. In other spots there can be 
found no trace of the oil and tee road 
is not any better than where it had 
not been applied. 
The problem the 
clever attorney has set" before him is 
to determine what kinds of earth will 
take the petroleum and combine to 
form the hard -and durable surface. 
In places where it woujd be need- 
lessly expensive to put in cement or 
asphalt sidewalks, 'he thinks the oil 
may be used with an effect almost as 
good. Many of. the farmers woulci be 
willing to pay a reasonable price for 
a pavement along the principal county 
roads, but few could afford the..kind 
advocated In the cities. 
The experiments are .taking place at 


Mr. Sanborn's home en Fruitvale ave- 
nue and are being watched with a great 


deal of interest by the progressive cit- 
izens here. 
In response to the suggestion of O. 
A. Derby the attorney is undertaking 
another task for the benefit of Fruit- 
vale. He is interesting the 
Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company in 
painting their poles in town, and has 
also spoken to representatives of ihe 
Traction Company about getting an- 
other coating: for its poles. 
The color advocated for the masts \t 
dark metallic grean. It is a new kind 
of paint which is very cheap as well 
as durable. The basis is a metallic 
compound which can be bought for two 
cents a pound, and it is mixed with 
wa.ter instead of oil. It is similar In 
principle to whitewash, but the color 
is far more pretty and th'e coating will 
not rub oft after it is dry. 
In speaking of the matter this morn- 
ing Mr. Sanborn said: 
"Dark green will be the beet 
ani 
handsomest color for the poles. It is 
the color of nature and every 'other 
shade In the buildings about will blend 
harmoniously. 
These bare and naked 
poles now upholding the wires of the 
two companies- are a disgrace to the 
town and are apt to prejudice stran- 
gers with their ill kept -appearance. I 
do not think that there will be any 
great difficulty in getting the Board of 
Trade to take up the jsubject, and the 
owners of the property do not scam 
averse to beautifying it at so little 
cost to themselves."
